Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the Appeal Brief filed on 1 1/28/06. Claims 
1-48 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-48 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance 
in light to the Applicant's argument. 

Independent claims 1, 17 and 33 are directed to a second software portion for allowing 
the consumer to select a treatment from the at least one treatment option and 
automatically determining at least one appropriate service provider for the selected 
treatment, the treatment preference comprising at least one of: geographical location of 
the provider, insurance plan participation, cost, provider experience with the at least one 
treatment option and provider outcome with respect to the at least one treatment option. 

The closest prior art of record, DeBruin-Ashton (6,014,629) teaches personalized 
healthcare provider directory. 

Joao (6,283,761) teaches apparatus and method for processing and/or for providing 
healthcare information and/or healthcare-related information. 

However, none of the prior art cited above discloses nor fairly suggests a second 
software portion for allowing the consumer to select a treatment from the at least one 
treatment option and automatically determining at least one appropriate service provider 
for the selected treatment, the treatment preference comprising at least one of: 
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geographical location of the provider, insurance plan participation, cost, provider 
experience with the at least one treatment option and provider outcome with respect to 
the at least one treatment option.
